"Tux synopsis of slatistios derived from the
iate census reports, of the manufnotures of
Philadelphia, which has recently been pub-
lished in Tux Teureusrs, alibough not com-
plete or aoourate in all respeocts, gives an im-
preasive idea of the extent and variety of the
industrial intereats of this eity. It will be
sean that the bulk of our working population
are engaged in manufactaring pursuits, the
repotted number of bands employed being
110,582, This aggregate includes 88 831
males and 23,545 famales above 16 years of
age, gud 7556 ebildren, so that Philadelphia
contains nearly 120,000 working men, women,
and children, who derive an averagd annual
incoma of nearly $450 per head from mann.
facturing labors. Their incomes, in turn,
support so many families that only a small
fraction of the entire  population
is sustgined by other parsuits, and the fact
begomes more palpable than ever that the
prosperily of the great mass of the citizens of
Philadelphia hinges upon the general condi-
tion of American industry. It rises with n
proteotive tariff' and falls with free trade, and
the strong sentiment pervading the rank and
file of all parties in our midst in favor of
proteotion flows naturally from the general
recognition of its importance and neoessity.

In the table we published yesterday com-
paring the ocensus returns of 1860 and 1570,
it appears that the number of establishments
deolined during the last decade from 6290 to
6090, notwithstanding an enormous increase
in the amount of capital invested. We are
not sure that these fignres are absolutely
correot, but they approximate near enough to
the truth to illustrate the modern tendenoy
to oconsolidation and to the creation of
gigantic establishments, while they at the
same time show that this tendency has not
yot made as serious inroads npon the old in-
dustrial system in Philadelphia as in many
other loocalities. The average number of
hands in each establishment reported is less
than twenty, so that small factories as well as
large onea still abound in our midst.

The returns also show that while the capi-
tal invested is nearly three times as large a
sum now as it was ten years ago, the valoe of
the annuaal product has not doubled. This is
due in a pgreat measure to the fact that a
great deal of the mew machinery employved
was bought at war prices, while many of the
produotsare rated at rather unusnally low peace
prices. The quantity of labor.saving ma-
chinery has also been increased, and it has
necessitnted an increase of the oapital
requisite for a given amount of prodaction.

An immense inerease in the rate of wages
i3 indioated by the returns, The average an-
nnal wages per head in 1860 were less than
#1270, while now they are about 150, indi-
cating an advanoce of about seventy-five per
cent. Instead of there being a corresponding
incrense in the rewards of capital, so far asitis
indieated by the difference between fhe annual
value of products and the joint value of labor
and vaw material, the very reverse is trne.
An investment of $73,000,000 in 1860 left a
wargin of $40,000,000 for profits, after de-
ducting rent, incidentals, ete.; while in 1870 a
margin of only $64,000,000 was left on an in-
vaslmeat of $205,000,000; and the apparent
annusl percentage of carnings of eapital in
wanufsctures was therefore nearly twice as
large len years ago as it is now.

Neilher the statistics nor our deductions
are infallibly correct, but they furnish abun-
dant illnstrations of the factthat Philadelphia
is ene of the greatest, if not the greatest,
manufacturing city in the world, and also that
manufacturing lsbor is well rewarded here,
while capital must take ita chances in ventures
which often prove unprofitabls.

The diversities of our manufactures are as
remarkable as their extent. While an iwm-
posing display of capital and produocts is
made in the sta’ements relating to prominent
industriea, it shonld be remembered that
thousands of useful arts praotised here are
not even mentioned in the briel symopsis
which has recantly been published, and that
there is aaronlie:umuufmtnmd grticle of
roal utility or ty that is not made in

Philadelphia.

THE MUSEUM,

Turx new museum at the corner of Ninth and
Arch streets in a valunable improvement that
18 deserving of the enoouragement and gup-
port of the citizens of Philadslphia, and it is
a maller for regret that intimations that the
building is unsafe shounld have been mide
either publicly or privately, nnless there are
very slrong grounds for believing such to be
the case. Mr. Robert Simpaon, the proprie-
tor of the museum, believing that his busi-
ness has been injured by certain artioles on
this subject that have appeared in Oolonsl
Fitzgerald’s paper., has ocommenced a
libel suit sgninst him, and at the hearing
yesterday before Recorder Givin a nuwmber
of practioal builders gave their tes-
timony in regard te the construdtion of
the museum building, and wunited in the
opinion that unussal cars had been taken in
its erection, and that it was perfectly seoura.
As any person can see for himself by even a
superfloial inapection, the building is provided
with means of egress in event of fire that are
superior to those of any place of amnsement
in the oity; and we believe that Mr. Simpson,
while the structure was in proceass of erection
last summer, took every possible presaution
to make it seoure beyond the shadow of a sns-
picion, and the testimony offered yaatarda(
before the Recorder ought to reassure those
who have been needlessly alarmed by ramors
that have no foundation in fact. Mr. Simp-
son, to whose enterprise Philadelphia is in-
debted for this musenm, is a gantleman who
has worked his way inthe world with but little
assistance from any one, Somg yaars ago he lost
his arm by an accident, and since then he
has been obliged to use his brains in
order to win the favors of fortune. Byhis
industry and bosiness tact he has been ena-
bled to give this city what it has loug needed,
a museum that offers a great variety of attrac-
tions not only to our own oitizens but to
strangers, and he is certainly entitled Lo better
treatment than he has received in some quar-
ters; and we hope that the result of the sait
now pending will have the effect of demon-
trating the security of the museum building
s0 effectually that there will in the future be
no further doubt on the subject,

Among the witnesses examined yestirday
was Mr. Benjamin F. Wright, building in-
spector, who testified at the Lime of the erec-
tion of the building he had examined the
north’ wall between the museum and Mr.
Myers' property with great cave, and that it
waa perfectly plamb and could not fall. He
was certain’that the building was perfeotly
safe. Mr. Wright stated that he had been a
carpenter and builder for forty.five years,
and had been a building inspector for twelve
years.

Mr, James M. Stewart corroborated the
statements of Mr. Wright. He said that he
had been a building inspestor for seven
years and a builder by profession for thirty-
five, and that the Board of Tuspectors con-
sidered the building a very safe one,

Mr. John F. Shermer, also a building in-
spector, ocorroborated the statements of
Messra, Wright and Stewart; he  oconsidered
the building one of the strongest in the city.

Mr. John W, Murphy, a civil engineer and
bridge builder, residing st No. 314 N, Thirty-
second street, testified to the great strength
of the joists and supporters in the building.
The joists were 8o strong that they could
stand even one hundred poands of pressure
to the square inch, while but seventy-five
pounds were usually given to places of
amusement and public halls,
